Latin  countries 
lean  to  socialism, 
says  economist 

Government  ownership  of  bus- 
iness is_  being  preached  by  the 
Latin  American  leaders.  These 
leaders,  educated  around  1940, 
have  no  concept  of  private  en- 
terprise. 

Mr.  Richard  S.  Aldrich,  vice- 
president  of  the  International 
Basic  Economy  Corporation  told 
the  Tuesday  Executive^  Lecture 
audience  that"  the  Latin  Amer- 
ican countries  are  traveling  to- 
ward a system  of  Communist 
socialism.  . 

Mr.  Aldrich,  a Yale  graduate, 
said  that  American  enterprises 
operating -in  such  countries  are 
being  taken  over  by  the  foreign 
governments.  The  leaders  be- 
lieve that  only  the  state  can  do 
things  and  set  the  time  when  the 
things  are  to  be  done. 

As  to  the  American  industri- 
alization of  underground  re- 
sources and  utilities,  Mr.  Al- 
drich reported  that  the  natives 
of  these  countries  feel  that  such 
• resources  are  theirs  and  should 
be  kept  there.  No  value  will  be 
derived  at  al  unless  such  assets 
get  into  circulation,  he  warned. 

Apathy  on  the  part  of  the 
American  executive  engaged  in 
business  in  Latin  America  must 
stop,  he  pointed  out,  if  private 
business  is  to  flourish. 

Disregard  will  permit  those 
governments  to  become  the  cap- 
italists with  welfare  programs, 
he  said.
